TRflFFIC TIED UP *

By EXPLOSIONS

Twenty-Eight Manhole Covers Blown

Up, Three Horses Killed and a

Wagon Smashed.

The district for four blocks in all directionsfrom Second avenue and Thirty-
second street was s.haken at half-past five
o'clock yesterday afternoon by an explosionin the Thirty-second street sewer.

The explosion~blew into the air twentyeightmanhole covers in'Thirty-first, Thirty-second,Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth
streets and in Second avenue, killed three
horses, smashed two delivery wagons and
tied up surface cars in Thirty-fourth
street and Second avenue for fifty minutes.The Thirty-fourth street cars

crowded with persons on the way to the -f
iLpng Island City ferry, were blocked in a

solid line fr<jm Herald square to the Bast
iRiver until fifteen minutes after six, and
thousands of persons hurrying home not
only were late for dinner but were obliged
to cancel evening engagements.
The explosion followed a small fire in the

basement of Martin McSherry's home, at
